who hired me to destroy their property. 


I am giving you the details complete on two of these jobs, and also 


a complete list of the fires that I have been hired to bunr. The list:.... 


(There can be no published list until the authorities have filed 


criminal information against the alleged parties. This is the law gov- 
erning all newspapers.) 


This is a complete list of the fires that I have been 


connected with, although 1 have been accused of many more fires that 
occurred in Hope and Hempstead county, Arkansas, but I have not 
been in any way connected with them. 


Some of these crimes I have related may be barred by the statute 


of man-made law but arc not barred by the law of God. 


I am not expecting immunity in any shape or form. I have been 


threatened and have had money offered me but am not for sale, simply 
sec the error of my ways and want to go straight. Then I am con- • 
vinccd that in order to go straight I should wipe the slate clean, so I 
shall have nothing to hide or conceal. 


I am not contending that the other fellows' crimes justify me but 


I do say that if they did not hire property burned there would be very 


. little burned. 


And I think the general public of the State of Arkansas should 


know nil parties who are concerned in these crimes ,and then after 
receiving full information pass on the judgment as to who is the most 
guilty—the party who applies the torch or the citizen who occupies a 
prominent place in the community, church and society, and steals 
money from the insurance companies by hiring their undesirable prop- 
erty burned. 


Mr. Blank arrived about the time the fire department arrived, and 


seemed to be greatly "surprised" to find his building in flames, and 
was very nervous. I made it a point to shake hands with him and

The next morning after the fire he came to me and sat down be- 


side me and put something in my left coat pocket. This which I was 
sure at the time was $300 for the job as per contract. 


But after he left me I took the money out and counted it and 


found it to be $65, otherwise $235 short. It was two days before I saw 
him again. I asked him about the promised money. He told me I 
would have to wait until the insurance company paid off. 


Well, I have been waiting all this time, and have never received 


another penny of my promised money, although I know it to be a fact 
that he received money from the insurance company. Although I have 
tried to collect this money several times he sings the blues to me and 
tells me he is broke. 


After hearing his hard luck stories time and time again, and know- 


ing he is a very poor man I take pleasure in now telling him through 
the newspapers of the State of Arkansas that his bill due me is marked 
"paid in full." And furthermore, if he ever should have any other 
arson jobs he will have to find him another man to serve him. 


Two days after the fire he left me the handbag which also was in 


the contract. Otherwise he left me holding the bag.
